On Hill Encouraging

IDYLLWILD — Cooperation of 
packers and campers is encoura­ 
ging to the U.S. Forest Service 
campaign to remove litter from 
the San Jacinto Wild Area, fores­ 
try officer Ken Gark has report­ 
ed. 
The anti-littler campaign is the 
first slep in a program planned 
to improve the area. Other proj­ 
ects include erection of a large, 
wooden sign at the 
main trail 
junction, showing landmarks and 
routes, and special recreatioo stu­ 
dies for both the San Gorgonio 
and San Jacinto wild areas. 
Removal of the litter from the 
back country is of most immed­ 
iate concern, Clark said, a n d 
packers 
have been 
particularly 
cooperate e in the project. 
“They have been bringing cans 
and litter out with them on return 
trips, and this stuff is hauled to 
the dump.” the forestry man ex­ 
plained 
A campaign to urge campers 
and hikers to burn what grash 
they can and carry the remainder 
to nearest debris cans has ac­ 
companied the litter r e m o v a l 
drive. 
Clerk noted thet adequate plac­ 
es for burying litter can no longer 
be provided, especially in view of 
the inclination of wild animals to 
dig up the trash and scatter it 
about camps and meadows. The 
service’s general policy now is to 
burn and carry out trash in areas 
of heavy recreational use. 
The horeat Service is now of the 
opinion, according to Clarke, that 
some changes may be necessary 
to regulate wilderness use in na­ 
tional forests. Land Is suffering 


destruction from overly concen­ 
trated human activity and the re­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - U. S. 
space agency official said Monday 
it was necessary for Russia's lat­ 
est space ship to orbit 17 times 
so it could land on target. 
After a space ship makes three 
orbits of the earth, it must go on 
to 17 —as Vostok II did —before 
tha earth is in a correct position 
for a predetermined lending. 
This is because of the spin and 
tilt of the earth. 
Since any point on earth spins 
around at about 1.000 miles an 
hour, the spaceship would be over 
substantially the same point from 
which it was launched after 17 
passes.

Magnificent Engineering 
The ‘ Russian Eagle" soared o(f into space in his capsule, 
sped around the earth 17 times at 18,000 miles per hour and 
returned to his homeland safely. His trip was nearly equal in 
distance to a trip around the moon. The plain, unassailable fact 
is that the flight is another major achievement by the Soviet Un­ 
ion's scientists and engineers. 
But let s not let that fact confuse other issues. 
Russian propaganda machines are now grinding out the 
line that the space flight proves communism is superior to 
capitalism. Only the most juvenile rationalization will lead to 
the ability to swallow that argument. 
W e can expect soon cries for a speed-up in American space 
programs, picas for us to "catch up” with the Russians in the 
race for space, demands for more money to support that ac­ 
celeration. But even the first reactions of the chief of our space 
agency was to argue against such demands. 
George M. Low, head rtf the National Aeronautics And 
Spare Administration, said immediately after news of the Rus­ 
sian launching that the American program is "being pushed 
hard and has been pushed hard,” but that it cannot go faster 
than it already is.

And there is no reason why 
other holidays, sacred or pro­ 
fane. cannot be on a floating 
basis, as Easter and Labor Day 
and others are. 
This year many employees, 
away for the weekend, still have 
to come back to work on Mon­ 
day. and will then take off 
again for the Tuesday respite 
Some employers will give their 
employees Monday off. but not 
all are able to afford to The 
result of the slipshod condition 
will mean a disruption of many 
businesses through absenteeism. 
Even worse, in terms of num­ 
bers. is the deprivation of many 
people of a nice long weekend 
holiday. In Britain production 
and clerical employes get four 
bank and general holiday 
a 
year: Easter. 
Monday; Whit- 
Monday, the first Monday in 
August, and Boxing Day. the 
first weekday after Christmas. 
Congress in 1999 granted an 
extra holiday to government 
workers whenever a legal holi­ 
day falls on a Saturday. The law

There is a strong popular ten­ 
dency. here as elsewhere, to 
scorn civil defense. Some people 
assume a nuclear attack simply 
won't come. Others think it may 
come, but are convinced if it does, 
they are finished regardless what 
they may do. 
A high city official, who shall 
remain nameless, was talking in 
this vein Monday morning. Tell­ 
ing how his wife and a friend sug­ 
gested they build a home shelter, 
he said he told them: “You go 
out and dig your shelter. I'll be 
sitting inside the house watching 
television and eating a T-bone 
steak while you burrow into your 
little holes.’’ 
This attitude is very common. 
Only four Palm Springs residents 
currently have fallout shelters. 
But in case an attack comes, 
those who have built them stand 
a much better chance than those 
who haven’t, all authorities who 
have studied the subject a re 
agreed. 
Dr. Herman Kahn, consultant 
for the Rand Corp. and considered 
the nation's foremost authority on 
what would happen to the United 
States in a nuclear war. h a s 
written a highly rated book, call­ 
ed “On Thermonuclear W ar,” tak­ 
ing strong issue with those who 
laugh at civil defense. The book 
was published in 1960 and got top 
reviews. 
Kahn points out that the more 
people saved in a nuclear attack 
the faster the country will recov­ 
er. Tf onlv 40 000.000 die. instead 
of 80.000,000. the U.S. will recover 


in less than a fourth the time. 
It may be pretty gruesome. 
Kahn admits, to concede 40.000.­ 
000 will die But this i» the time 
to evaluate the situation realisti­ 
cally. If we can save millions of 
people by sinking a few billion 
dollars in civil defense, we ought 
to do it.Individual Efforts 
In previous a r t i c l e s Palm 
Springs civil defense on a city 
basis has been described and 
analyzed. But the most crucial 
type of civil defense could well 
be what the individual does for 
himself and his family- If he is 
prepared, if he knows what he 
is doing, his chances for sur­ 
vival are much improved. 
One of the local residents cur­ 
rently building a fallout shelter 
puts it this way: “People can’t 
forget the danger. It’s here. All 
I’m thinking about is saving my 
worthless hide and that of my 
family. 
“You can live through this. Any­ 
one who says you can’t is a cow- 
»rd and worse. Poople have got 
the wrong conception of nuclear 
war. There's going to be millions 
still around yet. It's not the end 
of everything. But lifé will belong 
to those who prepare. 
“After a nuclear attack It’ll be 
a long whi’e before federal aid 
can come in. It’ll be a militant 
atmosphere. Peoole will have to 
more or less take care of them­ 
; selves.”

Persons desiring to build a fall­ 
out shelter here can easily get 
architectural plans for it and di­ 
rections as to what to put in it. 
All they have to do is go to the 
police station and pick up the 
pamphlet*, free of charge, pro­ 
vided by the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization 
Specifications 
One of these, “The Family Fall­ 
out Shelter” is a 3i page booklet 
which contain! a complete set of 
specifications for several types of 
shelters. Another gives facts about 
fallout protection. Yet another ex 
amines the whole quesion of how 
to survive nuclear attack. 
The lesson all these book’ets seek 
to get across is that there is a lot 
the average homeowner can do to 
prepare himself for nuclear attack 
and a lot he can do should the 
attack come. 
For instance, to take just one 
side of the question, what should 
you have on hand in case of 
thermonuclear war? The govern­ 
ment lists 16 basic essentials. 
These are (1) a flashlight and 
extra batteries. (2) a battery-pow­ 
ered radio and extra batteries. 
(3) first-aid kits. (4) stored water 
or other liquids in the amount of 
seven gallons per person. (5) a 
14-day supply of food, paper 
plates, and napkins, (6) cooking 
and eating utensils, measuring cun. 
can and bottle openers, pocket 
knife and matches. (7) special 
foods for babies and invalids, (8) 
a 20 gallon garbage can. (9) a 
10 gallon can for human wastes, 
(10) a covered na5! fnr bathroom 
purposes, (11) toilet tissue, paper 
towels, personal sanitary supplies, 
disposable diapers, and soap. (12) 
one blanket per person, rubber 
sheeting, and special equipment 
for the sick. (13) grocery bag* 
and a week's accumulation of 
newspapers for wrapping garbage. 
(14) two pints of household chlo­ 
rine and one quart of five per cent 
DDT, (15) wrench, screwdriver 
and shovel, axe and crowbar to 
free yourself from debris, if ne­ 
cessary, and (16) w a t e r p r o o f 
gloves. 
All of these items should be 
stored in a fallout shelter, equip­ 


ped in every w«y for immedieta 
use. If a person were not in tha 
immediate blast area, such pr* 
parations should be enough to iiv 
sure his survival from at least 
the direct effects of nuclear aU 
tack. 
Few Shelters 
Of course, authorities concede 
that few will have fallout shaltari, 
or even have gathered together 
the supplies listed above. But ev­ 
en in this case one's chances will 
be better if he has read tha civil 
defense leaflet *nd knows soma* 
thing about what he can do. 
Common sense, civil defense au­ 
thorities emphasize, ia not enough. 
It doesn’t help a person who 
knows nothing; it if only helpful 
when one knows a bare minimum 
about the problem at hand. 
Palm Springs’ special problem, 
assuming this area isn't a target 
for a nuclear attack, will undoubU 
edly be fallout. F.ven should a per­ 
son have no fallout shelter there 
is still a lot he can do to protect 
himself. 
If he suspects that dust on him 
is radioactive, for example, he 
should remove his outer garments 
outside a shelter, which may be 
only his own home, and l e a v e 
them there. He should then wash 
the uncovered parta of his body 
and throw the wn'er outsida. 
If anv unpnrkaged food has been 
exposed to fallout, it should be 
decontaminated by peeling a n d 
washing. The food, authoritiaa 
warn, ahould hot be discarded. 
Food may be in very short supply 
and even though contaminated, 
eating it would be better t h a n 
starving. 
Simnle staying in a hall in your 
own home would provide soma 
protection. And one should kaap 
tuned to the Conelrad stations at 
640 and 1240 on the radio dial for 
information related to fallout and 
other dangers. These would be tha 
only stations on the air. 
In short, authorities feel It Is 
wise to take civil defense serious­ 
ly. Should an attack ever coma 
those who had would be a lot bet­ 
ter off than those who had not 
At the same time, citizens ara 
cautioned against being aiarmist 
Few propose that America drop its 
highway, school, and other public 
projects and spend all its money 
and effort on fallout shelters. A 
balanced approach is believed by 
City Manager Dan Wagner, for 
one. to be most desirable. 
“I don’t think there’s going to 
be a war, but I think we should 
be prepared if there is one,” ha 
said this week.
